Presidential Election Results 

President Julius Nyerere was reelected to his 
fourth five-year term as President of Tanzania in 
elections on October 26. Although Nyerere was 
unopposed, the voters could cast a "yes" or "no" 
ballot in the secret voting. Nearly seven percent 
of the valid votes were "no" this year, compared 
with about three percent in 1970. 

In cotton- and tobacco-growing areas near Lake 
Victoria, "no" votes ranged from 19 to 24 percent-- 
in most cases more than twice the number cast in 
1970. Nyerere had visited these areas extensively 
during October. 

Cotton and tobacco farmers have been angered by 
the government's poorly-managed crash program, begun 
last year, to expand grain production in order to 
avoid spending foreign exchange on food imports. 
Farmers in the Lake Victoria region appear to be 
dissatisfied with the government's goal of moving 
the entire rural population into socialist villages 
by the end of 1976, and by the government's generally 
inept economic performance. (CONFIDENTIAL) 
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
